PLEADS FOR FOOD RESERVES 


Expenditure at the present time of 
about $350 million would provide the 
United Kingdom with food reserves, 
principally wheat, sufficient to last it 
for a year, and is being urged by Sir 
Arthur Salter, M.P., noted British 
economist, He maintains that increas- 
ed home production and protection by 
the navy are both essential but they 
cannot by themselves be sufficient. A 
substantial reserve could now be ac- 
cumulated cheaply and would greatly 
relieve the strain on the navy and 
assure against national danger, second 
in importance only to the vulnerabil 
ity of her great cities to attack. The 
building up of supplies sufficient for a 
year would incur an annual cost of 
about $25 million including interest 
on the national capital expenditure 
and the cost of handling and storing.

ARGENTINIAN POLICIES 


The Grain Trade Control Board has 
received from farmers approximately 
110 million bushels of whert, or more 


than half of the exportable surplus, ! 


the Buesos Aires correspondent of the 
Canadian bureau of statistics reported 
on February 3rd, The Board is follow- 
ing a conservative policy. It is largely 
composed of experienced grain men 
who served on the same boarrd when 
it functioned in previous seasons and 
the technical advisor is manager of 
the Buenos Aires futures market with 
a lifetime of experience to qualify 
him. So long as the Board is free to 
decide upon and carry out its own 
policy, the correspondent remarks, it 
is altogether likely to be one of prud- 
ent selling within the limits of the ca- 
pacity of absorption of the importing 
countries. 

It is known that the Board has made 

some fairly satisfactory sales to the 
British millers and some 12,860,000 
bushels have been disposed of up to 
February 3rd, of which 3,674,000 were 
for Brazil and the remainder for Eur- 
ope, On the Brazilian sales the loss to 
the Board was rerported at about ten 
per cent and on the European sales 
about 20 per cent, 
The Board’s price for new crop wheat 
is equivalent to 59 7-8 cents Canadian 
per bushel at current official exchange 
rates.

EDMONTON NEWS LETTER 


(T. B. WINDROSS) 


EDMONTON, March 1— Alberta's 
budget for the fiscal year 1939-1940 
holds major attention of the legisla- 
ture and of the province this week. 
Presented Monday by Prov, Treasurer 
Solon E. Low, it tells taxpayers how 
much more they are going to have to 
pay to their governments during the 
year, 

** * * 

The reply to the speech from the 
throne, which by practice is the out- 
standing annual test of a governments 
strength in the legislature, was adopt- 
ed last Thursday, with only about half 
the members of the House present to 
vote, The count on it was 30 in favor 
and five against. 

Then came the report of the legis- 
lature’s redistribution committee, re- 
commending that the legislature be re 
duced from 63 to 57 members through 
the elimination of 11 constituencies 
and the creation of seven new ones, 
with Edmonton and Calgary each to 
have five members instead of the pres- 
ent six. The committee’s report was 
adopted without a recorded vote, but 
it is known that the proposed elimina- 
tion of ridings, which would mean that 
some present members would have no 
chance to run in the next election, has 
caused ill-feeling in the Social Credit 
caucus, 

The present ridings which would be 
eliminated under the terms of the re- 
port, and the sitting members for 
them, are these: 

Ribstone (A.L, Blue); Innisfail (A. 
E. Maclellan); Bow Valley (W. E. 
Cain); Empress (David Lush); Aca- 
dia (N.B. James); Coronation (G, L, 
MacLachlan); Rocky Mountain House 
(E.O, Duke); Nanton-Claresholm (H. 
O. Haslam); Sturgeon (J.M. Popil); 
Victoria (Samuel Calvert); Whitford 
(William Tomyn). 

Each one of those members is a So- 
cial Crediter. Five of them were 
known as Insurgents at the time of 
the 1987 caucus rebellion against the 
Premier, On the wther hand, the rid- 
ings of several members of that In- 
| surgent group, remain untouched, and 
| the seats of some members who up to 
this time have been believed to have 
the favor of the government are wiped 
| out. 

The new ridings would be Bow Val- 
ley-Empress, to take in possibly Mr.

The continuation of the present 80c 


per bushel guarantee for wheat, on a 
basis of 1 Northern Fort Williom, is

the Bracken Conference to the Domi- 
nion Government. 

The Conference also requested the 
Government to consider the problem 
of those farmers who sold _ coarse 
grains, and the additional problem of 
those producers who at times suffered 
from small or no yields. 

Two objections have been raised in 
Eastern Canada to the present 80 cent 
guarantee. First that il will lead to an 
increase in wheat acreage, It has been 
shown, however, that 80 cents Fort 
William is still definitely below the 
cost of production, and _ therefore 


would hardly induce farmers to in- 
crease acreage. 
Secondly that 50 million dollars, 


which may be the cost of the plan, is 
a lot of money. I draw attention, how- 
ever, to the fact that the farmers of 
the West have been paying for many 
years a bonus, in the form of tariff 
protection of between 40 and 50 mil- 
lion dollars each year, to the manufac- 
turers, mainly in the East. 

It is not, therefore, I suggest, un- 
fair for Western Farmers, in their 
hour of extreme need, to ask for some 
compensation for the bonus they have 
paid to industry for so many years 
past. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Spain purchases Argen- 
tine wheat. Frosts result in extensive 
damage to Belgian wheat. Roumanian 
grain exports to Britain hindered by 
suspension of free currency dealings 
by Roumanian banks. Continued wet 
weather delays reseeding in France. 
Decline in 1938 Chinese egg exports. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Argentine corn crop show- 
ing benefit of rains, Final official esti- 
mate confirms large French wheat 
crop. China harvests large rice crop. 
Abundant world wheat supplies and 
gocd quantities in nearby positions. 
Argentina in possession of substan- 
tial barley surplus. Fine weather in 
Algeria generally favorable for agri-

BUDGET PROVIDES FOR 
HIGHEST INCOME IN THE 
HISTORY OF PROVINCE 


TOTAL OF $26,518,894 TO 
BE RAISED BY GOV’MENT 


Foreeasting an overall deficit of 
$1,151,107.84 for the fiseal year ending 
March 81, 1940, Hon, Solon Low, pro 
vincial treasurer, delivered his budget 
speech in the Alberta Legislature on 
Monday, the following being the high 
lights of the official expenditures: 

Estimated deficit of $1,151,107.84 for 
the year ending March 81, 1940, com- 
pared with a deficit of $1,567,571.24 
for the current year. 

The total budget of $26,518,894.04 
is the highest in the history of the 
province, 

Contributring to the high total is 
payment to the province of $5,580,000 
from sale of Northern Alberta Rail- 
ways, due June 1, and which will be 
applied on treasury bills held by the 
bank to reduce public debt charges. 

Alteration of the income tax to pro- 
vide additional revenue of $50,000 is 
the only tax change. 

Revenue on income account is esti- 
mated at $18,818,745, a net increase 
of $677,614.40, and expenditures on 
income account total $17,621,175.52, a 
net increase of $430,050.74 compared 
with the current year.

Mass Bombing Raids For 
Quick Victory Planned For 
Start Of Any Future War 


Behind the buying of United States| 
warplanes by Great Britain and 
France lics the apparent conviction 
of their general staffs that mass! 
bombing raids for quick victory will 
characterize the start of any future 
war. 

Germany is concentrating its pro- 
duction on two types of planes, swift 
bombers and fast pursuits. The 
bombers are meant for forays on 
centres vital to an enemy's conduct 
of the war-—railroads, highways and) 
factories.-the pursuits are to help 
protect the bombers and shoot down} 
enemy aircraft. 

A theory of warfare which has 
grown up in Europe since the Great 
War days is that planes, as a terror- 
izing and destructive force, can bring 
victory before the vast machinery of} 
land warfare can get in motion, per- 
haps in a space of days. 

Great Britain and France reason 
logically that that kind of war can 
be combatted only with its own 
weapons. Retaliation is the only pos- 
sible tactical reply of an opposition) 
fleet of bombing planes. Hence the 
French purchases of American pur- 
suits and bombers and British pur- 
chases of bombers supplemented 
with training planes. 

Belief is general in European mili- 
tary circles, that the bombing of big 
civilian centres will be inevitable if 
war comes. ‘Military objectives" is 
a highly elastic term, and _ the 
wharves where London's food is un- 
loaded could as well be the target of 
an airman's bombs as a factory pro- 
ducing shells for British artillery. 
The bombing of those wharves would 


entail a tremendous loss of life 
among civilians. 
If any European power, in fact, 


subscribed fully to the air warfare 
theories of the Italian general, Gulio 
Douhet, an enemy's cities in the first 
hours of a confiict would be reduced | 
to ruins by successive waves of from 
200 to 500 bombers. Of Douhet, Gen-| 
eral Italo Balbo, former Italian air) 
minister, once said, “He is not a 
dreamer but a herald.”

BRITAIN STANDS. 
WITH FRANCE IN 
EVENT OF WAR 


London... Viscount Halifax, foreign 
secretary, in the house of lords stat: | 
ed it would be a “profound error” to| 
believe Prime Minister Chamberlain 
made mental reservations in his re- 
cent declaration that Great Britain! 
would give aid to France in case of 
war, 


“That declaration was clear and. 
unmistakable,” he said, 
The foreign secretary also denied 


reports current recently that Prime 
Minister Chamberlain is preparing 
to serve as mediator of territorial 
claims Italy is making on France 
and added Britain could not make 
any move toward mediation “unless 
and until both parties desire it.” 

Lord Halifax’ new and unequivo- 
cal statement of Britain's solidarity 
with France was made in response 
to a question from Lord Addison, 
Labor, who asked the foreign secre- 
tary for a clear explanation of Mr 
Chamberlain's words.

Lord Halifax expressed doubt that 
there were any differences between 
France and Britain, and that 
therefore neither country needed to 
reaffirm verbally their solidarity. 

“It is the case that the position 
of this country not infrequently 
misrepresented abroad. On one hand 
I have seen it suggested that our 
arrangements are not only intend- 
ed for security, but they cover some 
sinister plan for preventive war 

“T should have thought that every- 
body, everywhere, must now realize 
that there is no party ‘and no states- 
man who could ever for one moment 
contemplate an aggressive war or 
who could ever get any support from 
our people for such a policy.” 

After stressing that British re- 
sources are still enormous and the 
popular will to resist unchanged, the 
foreign secretary concluded:

Labelling of wood al- 
cohol as “Columbian spirits’? or with 
any other designation except “methyl | 
hydrate” is forbidden,

“poison book” which is to be open to

~The Food Of Foods 


Milk Is Believed To Be The Most 
Essential Food Known 


In view of the millions of gallons 
of milk produced in Canada every 
year, it seems incongruous that the 
consumption of milk in the Dominion 
is only about two-thirds of a pint, 
writes Laura Pepper, in the bulletin 
“Milk—The Food of Foods,” issued 
by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. This is partially ex- 
plained by the fact that many people 
may not thoroughly appreciate the 
important role this really indispens- 
able food plays in nourishing the 
body. The present per capita con- 
sumption is much lower than that 
recommended by reliable authorities 
who have made a study of nutrition. 

The Technical Commission of the 
Health Committee of the League of 


Nations recommends the daily use 
of 750 grams of milk (about 1!,rd 
pint) for children 1 to 2 years of 


age, and 1000 grams (about 1 4-5ths 
pint) for children up to 14 years of 


age. The Commission also empha- 
sizes the fact that milk should 
form a conspicuous element of the 
diet at all ages 

Milk is the best foundation on 
which to build meals for both chil- 


dren and adults. A daily alowance 
of a pint and a half to one quart for 
each child, particularly during years 
of most rapid growth, will supply the 
required calcium, as appre- 
ciable amounts of protein, vitamins, 
and other growth-promoting factors. 
A pint of milk daily is beneficial to 


as well 


adults, not merely for its caloric 
contribution but for its properties 
essential to the maintenance of 
health. 

Milk is one of the so-ca'led “pro- 
tective foods” which are valuable 
chiefly for their mineral, vitamin, 


and high quality protein content. It

furnishes more of the essentials of 
the diet than any other food, In 
other words. no other food can be 
substituted for it. The bulletin,
